Tuesday afternoon about 
400 oclock

stopping 
over 
at 
Ft 
Thomas 
for a 
few 
moments 
visit 
with 
his 
nephew 
Lloyd Willis nnd family then going 
on 
to 
Geronimo 
where he met a 
man named Kenyon 
and went with 
him to visit the 
Owens 
Brothers 
mining property on the north side 
of the river crossing over in n boat 
Both returned to this side shortly 
before 400 oclock 
Tuesday 
after- 
noon

Mr Morris was 
-- the first to 
get out of the boat 
followed 
by 
Kenyon 
He went a short distance 
when he stepped into the quick sands 
Kenyon helped him out and went on 
townrd Geronimo in the lead 
After going a short distance 
he

him lying on the ground a short dis- 
tance
